III. REMARKS 



1. Claim 3 is amended. Applicant appreciates the Examiner's 
indication of the allowance of claims 6, 7 and 9-15. 

2. Claims 3-5 and 8 are not anticipated by Chang under 35 U.S.C. 
§102 (b) . 

Claim 3 is amended to recite that authentication data is 
exchanged through "user-to-user" signaling during a call, when a 
need for extra communication occurs "during the call." This is 
not disclosed or suggested by Chang. 

FIG. 2 and page 1254, Col. 2, last paragraph of Change discusses 
end-to-end authentication protocol, and the addition of an extra 
link encryption. Thus, in Chang, the end-to-end authentication 
protocol has an end-to-end section and a link section. One 
authenticates the called entity and the other authenticates the 
VSD by the caller. Whenever a call is made after an entity roams 
into a VSD, the authentication process is initiated. This is not 
what is claimed by Applicant. 

Claim 8 recites authenticating the mobile station with user-to- 
user data exchange. The authentication data is exchanged during 
call set-up or during a call. The authentication data is 
exchanged through user-to-user signaling. 

It is noted that in Chang, first the portable unit authenticates 
with the VSD. After the authentication is successful, the VSD 
forwards the callers challenge to the called entity if both 
entities do not have a shared key. Or, the VSD can challenge the 
caller and forward its response to the called entity when the 
session key is shared. (Col. 2, pg. 1254). 
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The authentication data in Chang is clearly not "exchanged" 
though user-to-user signaling as is claimed by the Applicant, 

Thus, claims 3 and 8 should be allowable. Claims 4 and 5 should 
be allowable by reason of their dependencies. 

For all of the foregoing reasons, it is respectfully submitted 
that all of the claims now present in the application are clearly 
novel and patentable over the prior art of record, and are in 
proper form for allowance. Accordingly, favorable 

reconsideration and allowance is respectfully requested. Should 
any unresolved issues remain, the Examiner is invited to call 
Applicants' attorney at the telephone number indicated below.
